and Arrests 


In England and Kussia—An Array of Startling 
Events —An International Conspiracy 
anda Dynamite Faciory Unearthed. 


Lonpvon, April 5.—A _ semi-weekly 
newspaper called the City Press an- 
nounces that it has received a letter, 
without a signature, in which the writer 


threatened to blow up the Goverement 
Office. The matter was referred to the 
police, and late last night detectives, 
assisted by members of the Irish secret 
service, succeed in arresting a man who 
had in his possession a quantity of stutfs 
supposed to be dynamite. The arrest 
caused a decided sensation. 


THE NITRO-GLYCERINE BUSINESS IN BIRM- 
INGHAM. 


JIRMINGHAM, April 5,—The city po- 
lice made a raid upon suspected locali- 


ties leading trom Sam street to Lady- 
wood and discovered a Fenian nitro- 
glycerine factory in full operation. 


EXCITING EVENTS. 
Lonpon, April —The excitinz events 
of the day crowded each other so fast 
that their importance could scarcely be 
realized until a later hour of the night 
admitted of a compiete summing up. 
The surprises include the unearthing of 
the most important dynamite factory 
ever discovered, the arrest of four ruin 
breeders in London and one in Ireland, 
the reception of an incendiary letter in 
Londou, the discovery of an astound- 
ing and audacious sche me of the Nihilists 
to blow up the Czar’s residence at Mos- 
cow. The excitement over these affairs 


is not confined to Government officials, 
but is apparent in the streets to even 


the most casual observer. The 
prompt action of the Government 
officers is highly commended. 


The postofifice and neighboring Govern- 
ment property have been placed under 
increased guard, and the royal residence 
at Windsor given a large force of senti- 
nels, sent thither in a private manner. 
This precaution was necessary because 
the Government oflicers learned, late 
last night, that in connection with the 
discovery of the dynamite factory at 
Birmingham, it seems that the conspir- 
ators were already on their way to Wind- 
sor from Birmingham. It is stated in 
official circles that there is reason to 
believe that the whole imeendiary and 
dynamite conspiracy here and in Amer- 
ica will now be laid bare, and the num- 
ber of arrests will shortly increase. 


IN THE OLD WORLD. 


The Nihtlistic Mine Undernucath the 
Rassian Empire. 

Str. Prererssure, April 5.—Develop- 

ments of the utmost importance are ex- 

pected in connection with the forthcom- 

ing great trial of Nihilists in this city. 

Originally it was believed that this trial 


wouid be the last of its kind on the list. 
Recent arrests, however, have made 


the present intention to arraign the 
newly-discovered plotters either before 
the coronation of the Czar or directly 
after. The accused have, with three 
exceptions, already pleaded guilty of 
belonging to the party which they assist 
in fact as weli as in name, ‘‘The Will 
of the People.”’ 

A MINE UNDER THE KREMELIN. 
Moscow, April 5.—It is stated that a 
large mine has been discovered connect- 
ing with the Kremelin, where the corona- 


tion of the Czaristo take place. The 
telegram also states that a request has 
been wired to St. Petersburg tor a hun- 
dred sappers to be sent at once to Mos- 
cow for the purpose of destroying the 
mine, 


TROUBLE ON THE ISTHMUS. 
Fighting Between DeLessep’s Canal 
Builders—Twenty Jamaicans Mas- 
sacred. 

Panama, March 27.—Severe and con- 
tinuous rioting has taken place along 
the line of the canal-work, originating 
in race-hatred between Jamaicans and 
Carthagenians. Some twenty of the 


former have been massacred, and the 
Government finds itself unable to re- 
store order. Arms are being indepen- 
dently purchased, and as no work is 
going on and as there are about 8000 
men drinking, a really serious trouble is 
anticipated on the Isthmus, which 1s 
being rapidly overrun by the dregs of 
all nations. -DeLesseps leaves the 
Isthmus to-day for New York. He in- 
sists that the canal will be in fine shape 
in 1888. 


DREDGER FOR THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Coton, April 4.—The steamship Clau- 
dius has arrived, having in tow the 
steam dredger La Compte de Lesseps, 


specially constructed for dredging work 
in the Panama Canal. The steamship 
made the voyage in sixteen days and 
eight hours. 


THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


Apprehensions of Trouble at San 
Carlos—Movements of Troops and 
Hostiles. 

Denver, Colo., April 4.—A Santa Fe 
special says there is some apprehension 
of a. general outbreak at San Carlos 
agency.

THE CULTURE OF TEA AND COFFEE 
PLAN 


A POORER the Stockton Mail, 
prints the following editorial para- 


graph: 

Following a statement of the profit- 
able culture of tea in India, the San 
José Times suggests that the plant 
might be successfully grown 1n some 
parts of California. California can 
produce many things, but we doubt if 
tea is among them. The writer of 
this recently met at San Diego ex- 
Commissioner LeDuc, of the National 
Bureau of Agriculture, who has ex- 
perimented with tea more than any 
other man in the United States. He 
gave it as hisopinion that there was 
no part of this. State that was adapted 
to the growth of tea. Tea, he said} 
grew best where human ‘life is in 
greatest peril by reason of prevailing 
miasm. While the ex-Commissioner 
felt certain that tea culture would 
eventuallz prove profitable in Georgia, 
he had seen no part of California 
adapted to the business. 


This is probably true. The utmost 
that has been done in this State, after 
a number of careful experiments in 
tea culture, is the production of a few 
plants in favorable localities—not 
enough to demonstrate the adaptability 
of our soil and climate to. the culture 
of the tea plant as a business. Even 
if the plant would grow and thrive in 
our soil, we apprehend that the prob- 
lem of manipulating the leaf cheaply 

- enough to compete successfully with 


the cheap labor of the tea-growing

afew days ago. Mr. Nidever oa 

probably one of the best known men 

in that county. His history is inti- 

mately connected with that of South- 

ern California afd particularly of Santa 

Barbara. He went there from Arkat- 

sas as far back as 1834, was one of the 
first Americans to settle there, and saw 

the supremacy of the coast pass from 
the hands of Mexico into those of the 
United States. It was Nidever and 

some of his kinsmen who, many years 
ago, found the wild woman lost on 
Santa Cruz Island, and succeeded in 
capturing and taking her back to the 
mainland, where she lived for a few 
years in his family, and finally pined 
away and died. It is a strange, ro- 
mantic story, that has often been told. 
Only a few years since it was repro- 
duced with much detail and many in- 
cidents, also iilustrations, in Scribner’s 
Monthly. Nidever was an_ otter 
hunter by occupation nearly all his 
life on the Santa Barbara channel, and 
his exploits in, his hunting schooner 
about the lonely shores of the Channel 
Islands would, if perpetuated in print, 
‘make absorbing reading for the boys, 
both old and young. He was a man 
of stamina and integrity, who bore a 
good name in hfe; and died full of 
years and the hardy achievements of 
the frontier, where he spent a!l the 
years of his manhood.

A sMELL of gunpowder floats over 


There are probably spots of warm, 
rich soil along our lower mountmn 
sides, above the frost line, where the 
coffee tree would grow well when pro- 
tected by belts of bananas or eucalypti 
planted alternately between the rows 
of coffee trees, after the man- 
ner adopted in the _ coffee-grow- 
ing countries. ‘But here again comes 
in the question of cheap labor,-the 
employment of which would be abso- 
lutely necessary in order to make 
coffee-growing in California a pecun- 
ary success. An intelligent American 
gentleman, who made a pretty careful 
personal investigation of the industry 
in Guatemala, onee gave to the writer 
some facts which made this matter’ 
very clear. Ile Showed 'that in compe- 
tition with the cheap native labor of 
that country, it would be impossible 
for Americans, and especially Califor- 
nians, to successfully grow coffee and 
prepare it for the market—operations 
‘involving much labor of detail. This 
question of labor, then, being an in- 
superable obstacle to the building up 
of this industry in California (suppos- 
ing the vigorous growth of the plant 
-in our soil to be possible), we may as 
well relegate it to, or leave it in the 
hands of, the cheap labor peoples -of 
the various coffee-growing countries 
who now supply the world. 


THE action of Governor. Cleveland, 
of New York, in pardoning a convict 
on condition that he should abstain for 
five years from the use of aleoholic 
stimulants, has been made the sub- 
ject of much adverse criticism in many 
quarters, by journals and persons of 
various shades of opinion touching 
the question of prohibition. The Los 
Angeles Herald comes to the defense 
of Governor Cleveland. It appears to 
think that prohibitionists, of all others, 
should be the last to find fault with 
the action of the Governor in secking 
. to save’a convict and a drunkard by 
an act of clemency, and accuses them 
of uncharitable sentiments because 


they do not approve of that action. 


We are not aware that the general 
sentiment of prohibitionists touching 
that matter is distinctively or solidly 
against the Governor’s action, or that 
it differs essentially from the senti- 
ment of other citizens. The objec- 
tion does not, we take it, spring from a 
lack of charity on the part of the ob- 
jectors. The true ground of objection 
seems to us to Le that it was a foolish 
bargain tomake. What guarantee had 
the Executive that in consideration 
of extending the pardon the released 
convict would abstain for five years 
from the use of alcoholic stimulants ? 
* Did he enter into bonds with Governor 
Cleveland? And if he fails to so ab- 
stain, what recourse has the Governor ? 
Will he undertake to have the man ar- 
rested and again incarcerated for a 
crime which has been once condoned ? 
That would be absurd and impracti- 
cable, if not legally impossible. The 
action of the Governor is without prec- 
edent, so far as we know; and we re- 
peat that ‘he made a foolish bargain 
with the released convict, by which 
the penitentiary was cheated out of 
its dues, no guarantee at the same time 
being exacted of good behavior on the

NABOB VS. SETTLER. 


The Land Troubles between Lucky 
Baldwin and L. H. Emerson. , 


The Settler’s Side of the Story,—The Grounds 
ot his Claim to the De Ia Ossa Tract—seri- 
ous Uharges Against Baldwin. 


To the Editor of the Times—Sir: In 
your issue of March 7th appears an arti- 
cle in which E. J. Baldwin, the million- 
aire, has offered to the public a statement 
of the troubles existing between him and 
myself. It is trne that I hired with Mr. 
Baldwin in San Francisco, and he paid my 
fare ($35) to his Santa Anita ranch, This 
was a business matter which was fully set- 
tled long ago, and I do not owe Mr. Bald- 
win one cent. 

The records of Los Angeles county show 
that the Newmarks did not give Mr. Bald- 
win a warranty deed, or any other kind of 
a deed, tothe De la Ossa claim. Mr. Bald- 
win says the Newmarks did so deed to 
him. I refer any one who desires to learn 
the truth to the county records. 

In August, 1881, I settled upon 160 acres 
of Government land in and near the Big 
Santa Anita canyon, at that time owned 
and controlled by the United States. Early 
in 18821 offered a pre-emption application 
in due form at the Land Office, which ap- 
plication went throngh in its regular 
course up to the Secretary of the Interior. 
He decided that the land was withdrawn 
from entry in 1871, by an Act of Congress 
granting odd sections to a railroad com- 
pany. 

Int1871, one De la Ossa was a settler on 
this tract and filed a pre-emption for the 
same. He sold out without proving up, 
and his claim was cancelled. The land 
was stibsequently forfeited to the United 
States and I am now in peaceable posses- 
sion of said land, and when Congress leg- 
islates such land back into the market I 
will have no trouble in obtaining a patent 
to the same. In the meantime no one 
can molest me, as Iam the only legal ap- 
plicant. 

As regards the water right in dispute, 
the fact is that Mr. Baldwin never used 
any water from the canyon, as I claim, 
nor has any one else until March, 1883, at 
which time Baldwin and his ‘‘body guard,”’ 
Mrs. Dexter, Miss Perkins and four men, 
came up and took possession of a ditch 
which he never owned, and which at the 
time was not on any part of his land. He 
then turned the water on his land, and it 
is now running to waste in the brush. 
This he did, although he !:as no right so 
to do, as the court enjoined me March 
10th, 1882, from interfering with this wa- 


ter. 

On June Ist, 1882, a jury of twelve gave 
me a verdict and clear title to that water, 
and after ten months of dallying and 
quibbling in the court, Baldwin managed 
to have the verdict set aside and a new 
trial granted. 

Mr. Baldwin has continuously, since 
the commencement of my legal diffieul- 
ties with him, kept me annoyed by means 
of his hired minions, who have stolen my 
wood, building material and tools. He 
has had me arrested four different times, 
and my wife once. He has had us carried 
to the courts to be tried on those charges. 
On the trial we have always been acquit- 
ted, but not without great shame, morti- 
fication, suffering and expense. 


BEFOULING THE STREAM. 


On March 17th, 1883, hesent a four-horse 
load of manure and had it emptied into 
the stream of water in dispute, above my 
house, so as to prevent my using the water 
for drinking or cooking purposes. 

He said to me on one occasion: ‘‘I took 
Richardson’s water from him, and I will 
take this water from vyouif it costs me 
$20,000, and I dare you to touch it.’’ 
In his interview Mr. Baldwin says: 
“The shooting at Emerson is a myth,’’ 
and in so saying Mr. B. falsifies. He asks, 
‘Can he show where his horses ran off?’’ 
and adds, ‘‘The team could not have run 
out of the road without breaking some- 
thing.”’ 

In the statements made by Mr. B. and 
by myself, respectively, there is a flat con- 
tradiction. That nabob has great respect 
for his word, and would probably back -it 
with money. I have no money to bet, but 
I make this offer to him: I will leave it to 
any three disinterested men, after they 
have examined the ground, whether Mr. 
B.’s statements quoted by me above are or 
are not correct. I will agree to let my 
case regarding the water go by default in 
the courts, provided he will give mea 
quit-claim deed to the water if his state- 
ment is false. If Mr. B. is a man of his 
word, he will accept this proposition; but 
who considers him a man of his word? 
Nobody, so far as I can learn. 

The horse that ran about loose the next 
morning near my house, I did not see. 
Others saw it, and are ready to testify to 


that fact. Why those versons did 
not take up the animal, I cannot 
say. Any one who is sane—even 


Mr. Baldwin—knows that because a man 
hunted for a stray horse is not sufficient 
reason to arrest him on a charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill. If I felt sure 
that Mr. B. would testify truly upon the 
trial of that man, it might then be safe to 
arrest him. 

Mr. B. says that I claim that I could 
distipguish the man who fired from the 
flash of the gun. Mr. B. is as usual mis- 
taken. I only claimed thatI could dis- 
tinguish man, butinot that I reeog- 
nized the man, Mr. B. also says that Mr. 
A. Kinney has bought my water right; 
that statement is untrue, he has only 
agreed to buy. 

The affidavit of Mr. Cummings, to the 
effect that Mr. B. hired him to assassinate 
me, was made months before Mr. Kinney 
contracted to buy any water from me, and 
sworn to in the presence of Justice James 
A. Fisher, of the township of Los Ange- 
les. I do not know whether that state- 
ment is correct or not. Ido know that I 
believe it is correct, and the people of this 
county certainly have at least as much 
respect for Mr. Cummings as they have 
for Mr. Baldwin. 

If Mr. Baldwin knew that Mr. Cum- 
mings was a bad man, why did he take 
Mr. C. into his employ after he had been 
arrested for arson, and station him for 
two months at the saw-pit canyon with 
his shotgun in his hanc? Is it possible 
that Mr. B. wishes to use men whom he 
considers tu be bad as long as_ they do his 
bidding, and when they refuse to carry 
out his base designs, then to discharge 
them? 

I for one believe that Mr. Cummings 
testified truly; and I am now in constant 
fear for my life. I do notbelieve that 
Mr. Baldwin himself will attack me, but 
Iam afraid that he will at last find some 
man that he can hire to murder me, 

E. J. Baldwin is the owner of about 
40,000 acres in this county, well arranged 
and stocked. He is probably worth $3,- 
000,000, and he ought to live out the rest 
of his years at peace,and let settlers alone 
in their rights. I do not wish to injure 
him or be injured by him. Ido not wish 
in any way to trespass on his rights. 

Mr. Baldwin and I have a lawsuit pend- 
ing in the courts. I wish to try my rights 
there. He resorts to threats, malicious 
arrests and‘ violence, while I, being a poor 
man, can not and dare not retaliate.
